LOCAL OPTION IN VERMONT. 

There must be some significance in the 
fact that Vermont tas “ gone” local op- 
tion after half a century's éxperience of 
nominal prohibition. We do not know 
what may have influenced the majority 
of the voters, which it seems was but a 
narrow majority. It cannot have been 
merely the failure of prohibition to pro- 
hibit, or rather to suppress, since that 
has been the experience of all communi- 
ties and institutions that have tried it, 
from States and cities to the United 
States Army. We shouwid like to. believe 
that the motive has been an abhorrence 
of the meanness and hypocrisy inevitably 
and invariably induced by a nominal 
prohibition which cannot be made effect- 
ive. There is also to be considered the 
loss of revenue to the State which comes 
from the false pretense that no ‘intoxi- 
cating liquor is — or sold wie its 
borders. 

Probably all these elements entered 
more-or less into the decision of the vot- 





ers of Vermont. - Their" decision will be 


satisfactory, we should Suppose, to all 
persons except those queerly constituted 
people who care more for a statutory 
declaration in favor of abstinence than 
for the fact of abstinence or of temper- 
ance. These are the people who have 
prevented the drink questton in the army 
from being solved in accordance with the 
practically unanimous judgment of the 
officers, who aré far more interested in 
the temperance of the army, and know 
far better how to promote it, than any 
of their critics. The advantage of the 
local option which Vermont has chosen 


is that it enables rural and urban com- 


munities to be differently ‘administered 


in respect: to the liquor law, and also 


that it gives some presumption that the 
public. sentiment of the communities 
which vote for prohibition will sustain 
prohibition, and that, in such communi- 
ties, it will really prohibit.

A SCARLET FEVER SERUM. 
How much or little attaches to the

‘Up | 4 
to the present time the specific naturé of 
scarlet fever has been a matter of uncer- 
tainty among pathologists, ‘The effort to 
segregate its bacillus has been thus far 























unsuccessful. Kuatn of London claimed 
that it was due té the presence of a mi- 
erococcus obtainable from throat cult- 
ures, but as the representative bacteriol- 
ogists of this country have failed of suc- 
cess in experiments along this line, the 
fact cannot be said to be established, If 
Dr.. ARONSON’ has done it he has suc- 
ceeded where many others have failed. 
That, indeed, would necessarily be the 
first step in the direction of the discov- 
ery claimed for him. All sera are pro- 
duced by making animals immune by in- 
oéulation and taking the seruth from 
their blood. Obviously, therefore, to ob- 
tain @ scarlet fever serum it must be 
found possible to inoculate animals with 
scarlet fever, and this has never up to 
this time been accomplished by experti- 
menters. To rob scariet fever of its ter- 
rors as completely as diphtheria has been 
robbed of its dread significance by the 
serum treatment would be a service to 
humanity with which the greatest man 
in the medical profession: might be proud 
to link his name, '

BRUTUM FULMEN. 
Mr. Jgenxins of Wisconsin does not 
seem to be a very Solon, even though he 
happens to be Chairman of the .House 
Committee on the Judiciary. He pro- 
poses to deal with polygamy through an 
amendment to the Constitution providing 
against plural. marriages, and giving 
Congress, of’ course, power to enforce the 
prohibition through legislation. — 

‘This strikes us as an absurd proposi- 
tion. The law now on the statute book 
against polygamy in the Territories is as 
drastic as anybody can possibly desire. 
For Congress to attempt to keep it out 
of the States would be a usurpation of 
@ power for which there is no more jus- 
tification than for the usurpation by 
Congreas of any other of the powers re- 
served by the Constitution “ to the States 
respectively ot to the people,”’ 

And all this to. keep out Smoot, whom 
it would not keep out, since he.is not a 
practical polygamist, and who would in 
any case-be in long before Mr. Junxine 
could get his amendment enacted. The 
wholé business is very silly: We “gent a 
military expedition against. thé, Mor- 
mons nearly half a century ago. It 
amounted to nothing as a check on the 
growth of Mormonism. Mormonism con: 
tinued to thrive, protected by its. remote- 
nese and its isolation. ‘When American 
Civilization catches up to and overruns 
the Mormon communities they will be 
assimilated in their mariners and cus- 
toms to the rest of us. “ Peoullar peo- 
ples” can stay peculiar only while they 
are at a distance from. other peopte. 
Possibly Mr. Jenkins is afraid that they 
will assimilate and Mormonize us, in- 
stead of our Americanizing and modern- 
izing them. But, 4f so, he has that ap- 
prehension all to himself. Time will solve 
the problem much more satisfactorily 
than it can be solved by Mr, Janxins,
